Side of Question "Re-

NEW YORK, Dec. 21. — Religious 


modernists jiave won their first vic- 
tory in tho series of debates between 
Rev. Charles Francis Potter, pastor 
of West Side T/nitarian church, and 
Dr. John Roach Stration, pastor of 
Calvary Baptist church and one of 
the mqst prominent leaders of the 
so-called. 
Rev. Potter was awarded the judges' 


decision in the first debate last night 
when he upheld the negative side of 
the question, "Resolved. 
That the 


Bible is the Infallible Word of God," 
his victory, however, was won on 
presentation of his argument, for the 
judges did not base their decision on 
the merits of the question itself. 


The vote of the judges — two Pro- 
testant Episcopalians and a. Christian 
Scientist — was 2 to 1 They announc- 
ed, however, that they regretted the 
debaters had not defined the question 
more nearly alike in their respective 
minds so that the subject might have 
been approached 
from 
the 
same 


angle. 


Rev. Potter's arguments were based 


largely upon 
three premises; that 


was inaccurate, historically and sci- 
entifically; that it contained obvious 
contradictions and that it represent- 
ed God as having- "morally degrad- 
ing ideas." To prove that the Bible 
was not infallible, he said, he had 
only to show that any one part of 
it was not infallible, and he quoted 
passage after passage from the scrip- 
tures to support his contentions. 
Dr. Stration argued that God. as 


a sovereign, most 
certainly would 


have formed a code of laws to govern 
his subjects, and he held that the 
Bible was given to mankind as that 
code. A final authority Is necessary 
In any -waJX of life, he declared and 
unless that authority exists for the 
religious man, then that man is a re- 
ligious anarchist. 
, If the Bible can be destroyed at 
one point he said in his rebuttal 
then it can be destroyed at all points, 
the Ten Commandments are useless, 
and men as well throw them away 
and follow their own desires. 


Dr Stration argned that the Bible's 


miraculous preservation and increase 
its unique universality, 
in that it 


belonged to all agres and creeds: the 
fact that one spirit breathes through 
it all, despite the fact that it wa? 
written by 40 different men over a 
period of 1500 years, its fulfillment 
of prophecies and its own assertions 
were ample proof that it is the in- 
fallible word of God. 


The debate attracted a huge throng

federal government, which charged 
the institution with being a "diploma 
mill" and

NEW YORK, Dec. 21.— George 


Creel, the great war censor; in fact, 
the greatest censor probably of all 
time, has emerged from the com- 
parative obscurity of the last couple 
of years 
He comes out as the foe of 
a'l censorships. He says he objects to 
the very principle of censorship and, 
aided by many allies, 
he hopes to 


crush that principle so deeply to the 
earth that it may never rise again. 


Mr Creel is the head of a newly 


organized National Council to protect 
the fredom of art, llteratuic and the 
press and the word "the press' give 
the real kick to Mr. Creel's now job. 


During the war, 'Mr 
Creel wa.° 
chairroan of the committee on public 
information. 
This was the commit- 


tee which was to decide just what 
should and what should be given out 
in the way of pub ic information. It 
was this committee which visualized 
the shipment of great numbers of 
airplanes to Europe when as a mat- 
ter of fact none had been shipped. 
It was this committee that applied 
the principles of censorship to the 


press of the country by advising the 
papers from time to • time of the 
"don't's" that must be followed. 
When tho war was over, then tho 


armistice had been declared, 
Mr. 


Creel hurried away to Paris for tho 
peace conference to art as supervisory 
censor over the dispatches to be filed 
basfck to this country by tho Ameri- 
can correspondents 
Judging from this war record, it 


may be surmised that Mr. Creel, by 
the time the treaty of Versailles was 
signed and sealed, 
was fairly well 
steeped In the people of the censor- 
ship. Now however, it would seem 
that much of the criticism heaped on 
Mr. Creel during the war was cruel 
and unjust. 
Air. Creel did not be, 


llcve In a censorship. He had the 
censorship thrust upon and gosh, how 
he must have dreaded it. 
In his new rule Mr. Creel not only 


opposes all the new censorships pro- 
posed as a result of the revolt against 
the character of some of the/ new 
p'ays and the new books that have" 
marked thp current season, but he is 
out to fight for the repeal of all cen- 
oorslup laws that have been written 
upon the statute books. 
Tt is an- 
nounced that the njational council, 
which he heads. Is made up of the

Dramatist," "The National Publish-

menace to enlightment to public op- 
inion, it elands condemned by reason 
of Its unfailing stupidity and inevi- 
table futility." 
These were brave words indcd for 


the former chairman of the commit- 
tee of public Information, the great 
censorship bureau, to utter. But Mr. 
Creel groes oo: 
"All experience proves that It does 


not and cannot accomplish its avow- 
ed purposes, creating evils far worse 
than those it assumes to correct It is 
an attack upon liberty, doubly dang- 
erous because It is made in the name 
of morality 
"This is in no sense a movement if 
favor of licenses or a campaign for 
special privileges. At every point the 
national council stands squarely in 
support of the law of the land. "What 
we protest 
against—what 
we are 


formed to fight—are persistent and 
ill-considered attempts to set aside 
this law In favor of the bigotrys of 
personal prejudice 
at attacks upon 


liberty masked as attacks upon lic- 
ense 
"There is already ample protection 


for the public, for federal and state 
statutes and 
municipal 
ordinances 
contain specific prohibition 
against 


the obscene, lewd 
and 
lascivious, 
whether expressed 
In the printed 
word, plajs, paintings or motion pic- 
tures. Instead of invoking these re- 
medies, however, each day sees nev 
efforts to substitute irresponsible and 
arbitrary judgments for orderly le- 
gal processes. It is this evil that the 
council will combat 
"Cnwise 
rest- 
rmts upon art and literature are a 
menace to liberty.'

with the yellow streak—that Is the

by police on Norman Ryan, confess- 
ed" bank bartdlt and fugitive from

Ontario, 
penitentiary 


now held here in connection with the 
Grand Avenue State Bank robbery. 
It Is no belief that incarceration in 


American prison, 
would 
be more 
pleasant than in the Canadian insti- 
tution that made Rya'n promise to 
plead guilty of the 
Grand Avenue 
Bank robbery. It is fear that his life 
will be short If he Is returned to the 
Dominion. 
Always a coward, those 
who know him declare. Ryan Is qtmkr 
ing in his boots lest he got to the 
gallows for one of thre murders he 
is alleged to have committed on Brit- 
ish soil. 


From childhood, Ryan has palled 


with Arthur Sullivan. Last Friday Sul- 
livan risked, and very nearly lost his 
life in a vain attempt to save Ryan 
from arrest. Tet, the next day. with 
th(e picture of the fallows before 
him, ahe squealed on Sullivan —gave 
the police the name of a girl with 
whom 
Sullivan 
had been 
keeping 


company,

was trapped and killed. 
Detectives closed In on Ryan Fri- 


day when ho visltod the general dv-' 
livery 
window In the Minneapolis 
post office. He whipped out a pistol 
and fired—once. But he dropped In* 
weapon and shot his hands high -n«,o 
the air when one of the v detectives 
"pinked" In the shoulder with a bul- 
let 
AH they marched Ryan outside, 


Sullivan, who was waiting in an auto- 
mobile, opened fire in an effort to 
rescue him. 
A bullet from one of 


tho detectives wounded him In the 
face, and Sullivan made his getaway. 


That night, confronted with his re- 


cord and reminded of tho doom that 
might await him In 
Canada, Ryan 


confessed. Sullivan, who had work- 
ed with him in the Grand Avenue 
Bank robbery, he said, could be found 
by trailing his "broad," Irene Ad- 
ams. 
Police located the girl, told her 


something of her 
admirer's record 
and 
persuaded 
her to aid them. 
When Sullivan made an appointment 
with her, she tipped the police off. 
Sullivan died In a gun-battle with 
detectives who tried to take him. 


Ryan, say Canadian detectives who 
came here to search for the pair, 
always has been the coward of the 
Duo. More than once he has shown 
the yellow 
streak 
which brought 
death to the man who trusted him. 
In pleading guilty to the banjc rob- 
bery charge, Ryan probably will sav» 
his skin for all time, for under a new 
law passed by the state legislature- 
he can be given a life sentence for 
big crime. 
Meanwhile, the adams girl Is feel- 


Ing the effects of Ryan's squeal, too. 
Besides the shock of seeing Sullivan 
shot dead in her home, she has lost

MANILA. Dec. 20.— The latest esti- 


mate of the 1923-1924 sugar crop 
of the Philippine Islands, printed in 
the Manila Times places total pro- 
duction fit 327,000 tons. Of this esti- 
mated '^-op, 2SD.OOO tons is centrifug- 
al oi- 96 degree sugar and the re- 
mainder muscovado. This estimate 
shows that the coming crop exceeds 
that of 1922-1923 by approximately 
59,000 tons.
